Thero has been an unusual 
development in the war situation 
during the past week. Chochow was 
several times reported captured by 
the Fengtien armies, but still 1 
mains in the hands ‘of the Shansi 
raiding bands. The aggravated 
Generalissimo, Chang Tso-lin, has 
‘threatened to ‘go and take the place 
himself, but his staff officers have 
apparently persuaded him to give 
the matter a second thought. One 
curious feature of the situation is 
that the Shansi forces have been 
able to maintain communications 
through the mountains with their 
headquarters and that Fengtien's 
‘arfMery and aeroplanes have so far 
‘been unable to dislodge the Chochov 
defenders, which provides much food 
for thought and speculation. Fight- 
ing on the Peking-Suiyuan line ha 
been proceeding and it is reported 
‘that Tatung has been captured by 
the Chahar troops, while it is now 
claimed that these latter forces have 
taken Suiyuan. If. this is true. an 
advance into Shansi from the North 
fs to be expected.

NEW MONEY SCHEME 
FOR NANKING 


Proposed New Taxation on 
Petroleum and Gasoline 


Nanking, Nov. 9. 
‘The Ministry of Finance has just 
Published ‘the revised special laws 
regulating taxation on petroleum. 
The laws are embodied in eight 
chapters, totaling 20 articles, and 
will be declared effective upon the 
Government's sanction. A. transl 
tion of the laws is given below: 
General Rules 

Article 1. By order of the Na-| 
tionalist Government, the Ministry 
‘of Finanee has drawn up the 
following rules. imposing a special 
‘tax on petroleum,

shall include petroleum and its]

THE JINRICSHA 
CIVILIZATION 
Nov. 
At a lecture, given on Wednes- 
aay last to the Union Chureh 
Literary and Social Guild, the 
Rev, Stanley H. Keen, cr, said 
‘that he had learned that ‘there 
were 20,000 rieshas plying for| 
hire in Shanghai, He reckoned 
that this was @ sufficient number 
to provide seating accommoda-| 
tion for the whole British De-| 
fence Force and have a number| 
of vehicles left over to oserve as 
baggage transport. If, he con- 
tinued, the whole fore had been 
transported by riesha to  the| 
moon, the riesha travelling 
twelve miles per day and being 
charged for at the rate of ten 
cents per mile then the cost of} 
the journey would have been 
2,400,000 cents or per £2,400 per} 
wiesha and the time occupied 
20,000 days or nearly 55 years. 
‘This was an amusing and in- 
teresting illustration and it sets 
us thinking of the comparative 





ii sata the Chinon os 
iesha civilization while the 
West had a motor car civilisa- 
tion. In other words, the 
civilization of China was based 
‘on man-power that of the West 
on mechanism. ‘This is a very 
true distinction, and the point 
of this article is to show that a 
man power civilization is an 
expensive civilization and that a 
man cannot, compete with a 
machine. Up, to the present 
China, in her industrial com- 
ipetiton with other nations, has 
been a valuable asset in the 
cheapness of her man power. 
Many years ago the late Mr. 
W. T. Stead wrote a striking 
article in the “Review of Re- 
views” in which he contrasted 
the white man with his yellow 
money and the yellow man with 
his white money and gave it as 
his opinion that, in. an in- 
dustrial struggle, the yellow 
man was bound to win in the 
Jong run. He based this con- 
tention on the cost of labour| 
in the East and in the West. 
"The wages of a workhvan in 
China he took to be two and a. 
Ihalf pence per day, With this as 
the chief factor in his calcula 
tion the conclusion that the 
yellow. man would. win was 
inevitable. ‘The cost of living 
and the ‘price of labour has 
finerensed, since Mr. Stead’s day 
both in the Eaxt and in the 
West.

10,000 miles, the cost of our 
ricsha 10 cents per mile. ‘The 
cost of our journey, then, jis! 
100,000 cents ‘or £100, and’ the 
time occupied at the rate of 
twelve miles per day 833 days, 
or two years and three months. 
‘The same journey would be done| 
by steamer in forty days at al 
like cost of £100, but the steamer 
would provide board and lodg- 
ing en route and carry the 
traveller's baggage free of any 
additional charge. No one would 
venture on the riesha journey 
without some luggage, and how 
ever oxiguous his impedimenta 
might be it would, certainly, 
need another riesha to transport| 
it. The duration of the journey, 
too, would be lengthened by 
rainy days when movement 
would be impossible and the 
tourist would be obliged to take 
his ease in ‘such inns as the 
road afforded. ‘There would be 
rivers to cross and deserts to 
traverse; the inevitable delays 
of such a journey which would 
add to the days and multiply. 
the expense. We have 
allowed our traveller any funds 
for road expenses; nothing but 
his bare ricsha fare without 
even a cumsha to give the coolie 
at the end of his 10,000 miles 
run. He has to pay two riesha 
eoolies £100 each and his own. 
and their road expenses for a| 
period of more than two years; 
he will be lucky if he gets off 
with a "clear £300 for the cost 
of his personally condueted tour. 
This is reckoning travelling

Different Epidemics 
Other communicabled diseases. 
Influenza appeared in a mild 
epidemic ferm during the spring, 
causing’ few fatalities, ‘The 
incidence of typhoid, typhus, and 
about the same as last 
fever has _ been 
unusually mild and searee. There 
has been a distinct increase of 
acute bacillary dysentery during, 
recent years, due partly to the in- 
creased consumption of bananas, 
imported from Formosa where fruit 
is forcibly ripened in the holds of 
steamers with rags soaked in 
polluted water. Several samples of 
the fruit examined bacteriologically 
have shown live dysentery bacilli 
on thelr skins, 
Conditions in Europe 

‘Thanks to a travelling fellowship 
loftered by the Health Section of the 
League of Nations, I left Harbin on 
‘March 1 on a visit to Europe for a 
study of tke Health Organizations. 
of 12 countries. Since my last visit 
‘there in 1913, considerable improve. 
ment has taken place everywhere, 
particularly in new countries like 
Poland,  Jugo-Slavia, where a 
Jsubstantial part of their budget is| 
devoted to health matters. For 
‘instance, Jugo-Slavia with a popula 
tion of 12 millions and a budget of 
$60,000,000 appropriates one- 
for the health service, In 
country they possess a remarkable 
chief medical officer and organizer 
in the person of Dr, Stampar (for~ 
‘merly a country practitioner 
educated in Vienna) who has been 
able to build, equip and staff over 
200 modern ‘hospitals, laboratories 
Jand health contres during the course 
fof five years. The main secret of | 
his success Hes in winning the hearts 
lof the peasants by first saving their: 
poultry, eattle, und horses with 
suitable inoculations of vaccine and 
serums and then talking to them 
bout the preservation of thelr own 

families, 

In China, this laudable means 
may be adopted because the majority 
of farmers and agriculturists, seem 
to Iny more stress upon the welfare 
lof thelr animals. 

Saving the Children, 

Although the birth-rate of such 
leading countries as Great Britain, 
France and Germany has decreased 
since the War, greater care is now 
being exercised upon saving the 
lives of children through welfare

Chao Erh-Sun's Work 


I regret to learn of the death in| 
Peking of Iis Excellency Chao Erh-

hhis Viceroyalty in Szechuan (1907. 
'09) was the first to set an example 
to other officials in ridding that pro- 
vineo (which used to produce half 
the opium of China) entirely of the:

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BRITISH COMMERCIAL COMMISSION TO 
YANGTZE PORTS 





Conditions Under Which British and all Foreign Trade 
is Being Conducted 


‘The British Chamber of Com- 
‘merce has now received a mem-' 
orandum prepared by Mr. H. J. 
Brett, H. M. Commercial Coun- 
sellor, giving a general account of 
the recent trade mission to the: 
‘Yangtsze ports together with Mr. 
Brett’s own conclusions, 

‘Owing to Mr, Brett's indisposi- 
tion, necessitating confinement at} 


hospital for a month, this! 
memorandum has only just been. 
handed to the Chamber of

difficult and trying circumstances

«Mr, Brett is to be congratulated on| 
‘his very able report, whieh he con~ 
‘clades with his conviction that any 
foal revival of trade in the region 
‘of the Yangtsze is alone dependent

measure of confidence and security. 
"The circumstances under which 
‘the decision was made to send an 
‘expedition to the Yungtsze ports, 
Briefly, are as follows. 
‘When His Majesty's Minister last 
. visited Shanghai he was greatly im- 
pressed by the facts put before him. 
‘by the Committee of the "British 
Chamber “of Commerce and by 
individual merehants with regard 
to the grave danger with which 
British firms in Shanghai, and 
Indeed the whole fabric of British] 
commercial interests in China, were] 
threatened by the almost complete: 
paralysis of trade in the Yangteze 
Valley, a market. on which the 
prosperity of this port is so largely| 
dependent. , Being deeply desirous! 
of ascertaining whother any relief 
‘could be found for this critical 
aituation, His Majesty's Minister 
decided to send a special mission of 
investigation to visit the various: 
ports concerned and to submit views. 
and recommendations. Mr. Brett 
accordingly, was directed to form a 
trade mission and proceed to ex- 
amine the various river tra 
centres. Mr, Brett consulted the 
British Chamber of Commerce with 
fa view to securing the assistance of

necessary. to” effect payment by 
means of silver dollars imported 
with considerable difficulty, having| 
in view the fact that in Hankow| 
also an embargo on silver has been 
‘in operation. 


Thang 

‘The conditions at Ichang_ were! 
much the same as found at Chang- 
jeha, namely, the local population 
appeared to be reasonably friendly, 
and the merchants in particular 
fanxious for the return of British 
‘shipping. The currency situation, 
however, was hopeless, the people 
greatly impoverished ‘by military 

actions and bandit raids, and! 
yare that at any moment’ some 
political development might upset 
the present state of comparative 
tranquility. Except for the ship- 
ping companies, who had reasonable 
prospects of securing good freights 
between Ichang and Hankow, there 
was little or no inducement for any 
British firm to consider 
tion of business. 

Wanshien 

Here the local population was in- 
lined to be distinctly hostile, Yang 
‘Sen, the military governor who 
controls the river practically from 
‘Chungking to the Hupeh bord 
showed no indication of a readiné 
to welcome the return of British 
ping to the upper river. He 
insisted that if British ships did 
return they would have to comply 
with the very humiliating conditions 
accepted by vessels plying “under 
foreign flaga on the Iehang-Chung- 
king section. ‘They must not mere- 
ly submit to being stopped and 
searched at any. time by military 
pickets, nominally searching for 
contraband, and to the payment of 
various exactions, but also to being: 
commandeered when required for 
‘the conveyance of Chinese troops 
from one point to another. The 
visit of the mission to Wanhsien, 
unfortunately, was ill-timed, being: 
only a few days after extensive 
‘demonstrations had been conducted 
in the city to commemorate the 
anniversary. of the bombardment, 
‘and popular feeling against the 
British had been stimulated to an 
unusually high pitch. It appeared 
to be perfectly clear that if British 
ships were to resume their services 
on the Tchang-Chungking run a 
naval convoy would undoubtedly be 
necessary in the initial stages, 
which would effectively dispose of| 
the danger of military interference. 


Chungking, 


Chungking appeared to be a dis- 
‘t improvement on ports already 
visited, even if it could only be des- 
eribed 'as the best of a bad lot. The 
attitude both of officials. and people 
‘was surprisingly friendly, especial- 
ly having in view the bitter anti- 
foreign feeling exhibited in the ear- 
ly months of this year. The change| 
is, it is understood, to be attributed 
entirely to the drastic anti-com- 
munist measures adopted by the! 
government, and is merely another: 
fnstance of the truism that where- 
ver the ‘local Chinese authorities | 
really desire to repress anti-foreign 
agitation they are perfectly compe- 
tent to do so. Apart from the en- 
ire absence of any manifestations 
of anti-British feeling, Chungking | 
has one great advantage over the| 
ports lower down the river in havi 
no serious eurrency difficulties. 





















































‘are no issue of unsecured notes, ind, 
although the government is (like 
all other Chinese governments) in 
serious financial difficalties, it has 
at all events refrained from the 
fatal policy of flooding the markt 
with worthless paper. 

On the other hand the political’ 
situation in the province is so un- 
stable as to destroy all confidence, 
Steamer frieghts on the upper 
‘Yangtsze are extortionate, and 
taxes heavy, irregular and con- 
stantly growing.

THE DEATH OF EUGENE 
BACHTIN 





Story Told ot Provisional Court 
Inquiry 


‘An inquest was conducted at the 
Public Mortuary yesterday (Fri- 
day) morning, by Judge Koh and 
C.'S. Meinhardt, Senior Consul’s 
‘over the body of Bugene 
aged 21, Russian, who died 
in the General ' Hospital at 10.15 
pam, on Thursday, as the result of 
wounds received on the 7th instant 
daring the attack on the Soviet 
Consulate on Whangpoo Road. 

Inspr, Powell stated that, at about 
7.30 p.m, on the 7th instant, there 
was a disturbance outside the Soviet 
Consulate by a number of “White” 
Russians. Deceased, with a number 
of others, it is said, attempted to| 
foree their way into the building. 
Some shooting took place, in which 
the deceased was wounded in the| 
head. He was removed to the 
General Hospital in an unconscious 
condition, and he died at 10.15 p.m. 
on Thursday. 

‘Temporary Constable 251 testified 
that he had known deceased for 
about three years. He was not pre- 
sent at the time of the shooting. 

Sgt. Craik deposed that he was 
in the vicinity of the Soviet Con- 
‘sulate at about 7.20 p.m, on the 7th 
instant, and he saw the deceased at 
the main entrance to the building. 
‘Thore wore double doors, and the 
right wing was open. Lying behind 
the left wing of the door, he found 
deceased, who was suffering from a 
‘wound at the ‘back of the head and 
was in an unconscious state, With 
the assistance of other officers, he 
removed him to the General Hos. 
pital.

Hundred and Twenty Women and Children Killed at Meeting 


Through Collapse of Flooring: 


More than 120 women and child- 
yen and a few men are dead as a 
result of the collapse of a teashop 
in Chapei_on Saturday afternoon 
about 2 o'clock. Nearly double that 
number were injured to a greater 
or lesser degree. Hospitals in 
Chinese territory were filled to over- 
flow as ambulances brought in the 
injured persons, Hospitals in the 
Settlement responded to _ the 
emergency and took care of those 
who were in need. 

Between 500 and 800 female 
workers in tho silk filntures—- 
reports do not coincide as to the 
number—met in the teashop, which 
is situated on the Chapei extension, 
of Kaifeng Road, not more than| 
100 fect from" the Settlement 
boundaries, for tho purpose of 
organizing’ a union. It is believed 
that several Communist agitators 
‘wero present, and one was speaking 
when the eatastrophe took place. 

Without any warning the second 
floor gave way and everyone was 
thrown to the first floor. ‘The cross 
beams could not support the added 
weight and the portion nearest the 
road gavo way and the mass of 
ontangled persons, already thrown, 
‘on top of those on the first floor, 
were eatapulted to the ground. 

Many ‘of those thrown to the 
first floor wore dead, but, when all 
were dropped to the ground, the 
total was increased ten-fold. Panic 
ensued. ‘Those on top, fortunate to! 
be alive, serambled over the bodies 
of dead fellow-workers in a 
desperate attenipt to get clear, All 
thought that the roof would fall 
‘on them, Fortunately both roof and 
walls stood intact. At least ten 
male waiters who served customers

‘The upper floor tore loose with 
a resounding crash, which wis 
followed, within less’ time than it 
takes to tell, by the second crash, 
as the first floor, unable to support 
‘the added weight, broke loose in the 
frent. At tho ‘corner af North 
‘Thibet Road and Kaifeng Roads the 
police constable, hearing the noise, 
investigated and telephoned at once 
to West Hongkew police station. 
Within five minutes, before other 
aid arrived, officers’ were on .the 
spot willing to do all they could, 
They were waved away, however, 
and the Chapet Police, assisted by 
the Chapei Fire Brigade, bogan the 
work of rescue.

Worst for a Decade 


The collapse of the teashop on 
Saturday resulted in more deathe 
than have come about from any 
other catastrophe in a decade, not 
omitting the disastrous fires which 
at times devastate the beggar aress 
in Chapei. ‘Although: the market 
which collapsed on August 9 in tho 
Chinese City affected an area 50 
times larger than the teashop, less. 
than 40 persons were killed’ and 
only one-third as many were 
injured. 

The tragic part-of the whole 
affair lies, not so much in the 
number of’ fatalities, but rather in

injured, the majority were girls of 
immature years, They were from 
ten to 18 years old.

Over 300 Casualties 


Acoordinig to an official statement 
issued by the Chapei Police, 428 
persons, mostly women and chy 
ren, were killed, and more than 
were injured. Most of tho dead 
ranged in age between 10 and 18, 
Fifty-five bodies were identified, 
including the man who was deliver- 
ing the speech at the time of the 
crash, Many of those found dead 
were noticed clutching pamphlets 
tightly. . 

A woman ‘who was killed was 
found clasping to her breast a small 
child. Evidently she had given her 
life for the protection of her littls 
one, who was found kicking his feet 
about in a playful manner, A 
number of persons who were eating 
their lunch on the ground floor, 
and several cooks and waiters, af 
the time were crushed to death, 

The building was erected in 1920, 
less than seven years ago. Upom 
examination by a delegate of the 
Shanghai and © Woosung Public 
Works Department, it was found 
that the beams ‘were exceec 
Wwenk, and quite tneapable of stand.

Gratifying Report by Shanghai 
Lady of Comfortable Trip 

‘A Shanghai lady recently return- 
ed from Denmark via Siberia speaks 
enthusiastically about the comfort| 
of this trip. Two things only. are| 
stressed, the carrying of “documents 
or anything which might be con- 
strued as such, and talking about, 
Russia in the train or other forms 
lof unfriendliness should be avoid:d. 

‘The trip is made without difficul- 
ties of any kind, according to this 
lady’s experience, provided that all 
the necessary arrangements havo! 
been made beforchand. Never take! 
‘a chance regarding your visa, is| 
the most important rule to’ be| 
observed, as anything not conforn:- 
ing with the regulations is apt to 
bo regarded with suspicion. Apart! 
from suspicion for “documents”! 
Customs’ officials are not drastic in| 
their search. They appear to be! 
obsessed with an idea to see inside’ 
linings and behind small inner com- 
partments, "but beyond this, ‘they 
cause no’ trouble about personal 
possessions.

China Inland Mission, Christian 
Missionary Alliance, ‘and other} 


‘Evangelical Christian Missions 
co-operated with the object of the! 
furtherance of the gospel, but} 
they found out to their disgust 
that the majority of the members; 
of the Council did not believe in 
the inspiration of the Bible, which 
they preached, but took’ Jesus 
Christ as a sage or reformer} 
instead of the Son of God and| 
Redeemer of the human race. 
Being, awate that “another 
gospel” was held by the Council, 
these sound and evangelical 
churches retired one after the 
other, leaving behind only a few 
foreign missionaries -of an 
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ambiguous belief. The _ public 
will certainly remember that 2 
few months ago a Reuter's tele 
gram from Shanghai reporting 
that more than a dozen foreign 
members of the Couneil signed a 
declaration to the effect that for- 
‘eign missionaries had completely 
sevored their connection with the 
Couneil on account of the fact 
that of late the Council had made 
use of its influence to furthor 
political ends. This was, there- 
fore, the end of foreign participa 
tion’ in matters connected with 
‘this Couneil. 

Mr, Pao Kuang-ling was until 
lately a pastor of the Kan Wa 
Shih Chinese ‘Christian Chureb, 
the membership of which has 
almost been dwindled to nothing 
since he assumed the pastorate 
there. ‘The readers of the “Shun 
Tien Shik Pao” will find the 
whole disgraceful business trans- 
acted in his church, His assistant 
Pao Te-hao with several accom 
plices is still in gaol, Had Mr. 
‘Pao Kuang-ling’s escape been de- 
layed, he would never have been 
able to evade the eyes of justice 
in Peking, 

Mr, Pao Kuang-ling is am- 
bitious and restless. When Mr, 
Hsu Chien was in Poking during 
the Kuominehun régime, Pao 
opened his church and invited all 
Christidns in the City to attond 
to Hsu's “red” lectures, The 
church was packed, but when Hsu 
declared for “equalit; 




























hhim, Finally Hau declared 
to be “God,” and he found 1 
time an empty hall, as Christians 
knew very well that he was no 
god. Since then we have heard 
very little of the Hyu-Pao's 
“Christian National Sulvation” 
movement, 

After the raid on Pao's church 
by the authorities, we read his 
letters in the “Shun Tien Shits 
Pao” denying responsibility of the

Hankow Finances 

Once more an embargo against} 
the shipment of specie from Shang- 
hai to Hankow bas been decreed at! 
the opening of November. It is a 
peculiar fact that similar prohibi- 
tions are proclaimed by various! 
{factions from time to time, but we 
do not remember baving heard that 
‘any of these were ever officially re- 
scinded. 

‘Hankow needs silver badly, for! 
the white metal is now the only’ 
feasible medium of circulation there, 
Apart from banknotes issued by the 
foreign banks, paper is not acceyt 
ed in Hankow, except under duress. 

Reference has already been made| 
here about the scheme to redeem the| 
‘entire Issue of depreciated bank- 
notes in circulation at Hankow at 
one-fifth of face value. The re- 
‘demption was actually started and 
probably 4 million dollars in notes 
(ig, less than 10 per cent. of the 
total) was bought in.

To the Editor of the

SmI read with great interest| 
the leader on the Chinese Post Office 
in your issue of October 29. 

T think you should have proceed- 
ed still further in your reasoning 
and tried to envisage the ultimate 
‘effect of the disruption of the postal 
service in this country.

regional Directorates—to be follow- 
ed by regional postal sections as a 
matter of course—in various parts

This 
might not happen at once, to be 
sure, seeing that in the beginning 
the various Directors would be full 
of zeal and integrity, and the high- 
ly trained Chinese staff (foreigners 
would go very quickly) would carry, 
lon the work very satisfactorily, but!

‘Mr. C, E. Sparke gave evidence 
regarding a duplicate insurance 
policy taken out in July by plaintiff, 
Jwhich was antedated February 5. 
in rebuttal plainti® said that he 

thorized the purchase of and paid 
for the insurance policy to Mr. P. 
O'Driscoll, who acted as a broker 
for insurance, Several days later 
‘Mr. O'Driscoll told him that the 
Policy would be sont him. Some 
time later plainti? again questioned 
‘Mr, O'Driscoll, who confessed that 
hhe had spent tho money and he in 
July then paid him for a sceond 
policy, which was mislaid, and he 
gota duplicate from the Excess In- 
suranes Co, 

Mr, Schubl:—I suggest that after 
je seized the ear, that you thought 
that it would be'a good ti 
the policy?—You suggest th

In argument, Mr, Moss submitted 
that plaintiff never received notice 
that insurance was due. He com- 
plied with Messrs, Schukl & Schoen- 
fold’s letter and sent an overdue 
payment. If he had beon notified 
}of another amount due why would 
he not have sent this as well, counsel 
contended, 

Mr. Schubt contended that Mr. 
‘Carroll still had the original policy, 
dated July 14. In some manner, 
junknown to Mr, Sparke, soincone 
in the office had sent’ out the 
yplicate. About the bill for ear 
hire, counsel would say, that 
plaintiff had produced no receipts 
Jat all. No proof of damage was 
‘offered, counsel contended. 

Mr, Schuhl was willing to cite an 
jeuthority from every state in the 
Union and from the District of, 
Columbia, whereby a similar com- 
pany to defendants had a right to 
jscize n car if payments were not 
made. In this instance payments 
were not made as per contract, and 
“wo had a perfect right to 
icar,” Mr, Schuh concluded. 

Case Dismissed

‘Agent-General of Reparations 
‘on Tendency to Extravagance 
Berlin, Nov. 6. 

A severe warning to Germany is 
contained in n memorandum by Mr. 
Parker Gilbert, the Agent-General 
of Reparations, the text of which. 
has now been published, 

‘The memorandum declares that if 
present tendencies are’ not checked 
the consequences are almbst certai 
to be s serious economic reaction, 
depression and a severe shock to 
German credit at home and abroad. 
The remedy, it says, consists pri 
marily in reversing the tendencies 
toward overspending and overbor- 
rowing and applying strict economy 
and ordered public finance. 

‘The memorandum stresses the 
point that the Finance Minister's 
Actions contravene the policy laid 
down in his specehes. If the Ger- 
man Government acts promptly, the 
memorandum goes on, it has’ the 
power to prevent a crisis. 

‘The Agent-General expresses the 
opinion that the Reich, by failing| 
to restrain expenditure, is_endan- 
gering the stability of the Budget,| 
‘which is the cornerstone of the ex- 
perta’ plan for the reconstruction 
‘0f Germany. Should these tendencies 
‘continue unchecked they will en- 
‘courage the impression that Ger- 
‘many is not acting with due regard 
to her obligations concerning re- 
parations. 

‘The Minister of Finance, Dr. 
Kobler, replying, agrees upon the: 
necessity of strict economy, but] 
points out the extreme difficulty 
when vital matters of national 
are viewed only from the financial] 
standpoint. He declares that  the| 
payment of Germany's obligations 
‘as regards roparations is covered 
by the yield of pledged securities.

American Legion Causes Surprise: Traits the French Did Not 
Understand: Impressive Ceremony at Verdun 





Fuos Our Own 
Paris, Sept 21, 

‘The Parisians who tured oxt in 
thousands to sce the march of the 
‘American Legion were treated to a 
great surprise. Knowing that the 
Tegionavies were to go to the Are de 
Triomphe and lay, flowers on the 
‘Unknown Soldier's tomb, they not 

fnaturally concluded that they 
vould see a more or less fermal 
hrilitary procession, with general 
aspect. of solemnity. Instead of 
this, they were provided with « 
spectacle which looked as if it had 
been designed as an_object-lesson 
in the great variety of races that 
miake up the Union, and the uncon 
‘querable youthfulness of the Amer- 
ean spirit. As the procession was 
jon the lines of those held every year 
in America on the occasion of the 
Legion's convention, ont must acquit 
‘tho organisers of deliberately trying 
to astonish the French, but this was 
‘undoubtedly one of the effects pro- 
duced, 

Until they saw this display, very 
tow Parisians can have realised the 
prevalence of the esprit. cocardier| 
0c fondness for military display, ex- 
isting in the United States, They 
were in the habit of regading 
‘Americans as a huge concatenation

Verdun's Commemoration 


Simultancously with this display, 
the French were holding a comme- 
moration of their own, of an entire 
ly different. character, on the battle- 
field of Verdun, where 400,000 
French officers and men were killed. 
JOne simple fact which brings home 
the terrible nature of the struggle 
round Verdun is that only 100,000 
bodies were identified. The other 
300,000 were simply annihilated— 
mingled with tho soil of the battle- 
field or reduced to a few bones. It 
was decided to build an ossuary, at 
Douaumont, to provide these poor 
remains with a worthy xepulehre and 
‘4 memorial of their sacrifice; and 
the building, though still unfinished, 
has been inaugurated by Marshal 
Pétain. Fifty-two coffins, contain 
ing the dust of nameless heroes, 
were brought in procession from 
the battlefields, in the presence “of 
many thousands of | mourners— 
black-clad men and women of all 
‘ages, grizzled officers whose fighting 
days are over, anil priests whose red 
ribbons told ‘of gallant conduet in 
the field. Verdun and its suburbs 
‘could not provide accommodation 
for all these pilgrims, and many of 
them spent the night, which was 
rainy and depressing, out of doors, 
rather than be late for the cere: 
monies in the morning. 

When the coffins were brought 
into the ossuary, the atmosphere 
‘was as full of solemnity as if every- 
fone present were closely related to 
the dead, and no doubt many com- 
forted themselves with the hope
